cu rv e at that point u ntil the crash 
came. 
John Petty , who liv es a few hu nd­ 
red feet sou theast from the scene of 
the

dau g hter. M is s Lois, who liv e abou t 
two hu ndred 
feet almost

occu rred, were the only ’ ey e witnesses 
of the catastrophe. 
Miss Lois Peck

su ddenly the freig ht ru shed into v iew’, 
rou nding the cu rv e at a g reat rate 
of speed. 
Jolm F. Peck, her father, 
came arou nd in front of the ftlTu se 
ju st as two cars crashed info one 
another. 
John Petty was in his hack 
y ard, feeding his chickens at the time 
of the accident. 


Miss Lois Peck say s that she was 
stru ck with 
horror, when shp 
saw 
that a collision w as imminent. 
She 
say s that she tu rned her headf not 
daring to g lance at the crash which 
came a few seconds a fte r she lowered 
her ey es. 
Miss Peck declares that 
the wheels on both of the cars were 
throwing off 
sparks 
which 
made 
them look as if they were on fire, 
which is conclu siv e proof that both 
of the motohnen had thrown on their 
air brakes before leav ing their post. 
John Peck’s and John P etty ’- re ­ 
v iew of the disaster corresponds al- 
amost ex actly t<> that of Miss Peck*-. 
Petty say s that lie saw the on ru sh­ 
ing cars ju st before they crashed and 
he was stru ck speechless. 
He say s 
that he cmild not for at least a mo­ 
ment u tter sou nd, as he thou g ht of 
all of the terrible resu lts of the dis­ 
aster y hich he had 
ju st 
seen. 
H<* 
hu rried to the scene as did all of the 
members of the Peek family , bu t W il l 
Ratliff, motorman on the freig ht, had 
reached his motorman’s 
side 
first. 
Petty said that it was with some dif­ 
ficu lty that they 
ex tracted 
H u nt’s 
body from the debris. 
They believ ed 
then that he was dead as he refu sed 
to u tter a sou nd when they talked to 
him. 
They fou nd 
H arry D a w - o n , 
motorman on the passeng er, lay ing a 
few teet east of the scene of the ac- 
cident on one side with one arm u p 
ov er hi- head. 
Petty say s that they 
picked him lip for dead at first blit 
that he was later rev iv ed. One of his 
leg s was broken in two 
pl a c e s . 
The stories and opinions in reg ard 
to the manner in which Carl Hu nt 
was killed are conflicting . 
Wi ll R at­ 
liff. the freig ht condu ctor, say s that, 
when he dropped off the freig ht ear. 
after he saw that it was impossible 
to av oid a collision, he looked u p and 
saw Hu nt standing in the fir-t door 
where he dropped 
from. 
If 
Carl 
Hu nt was standing there, 
he cou ld 
easily hav e dropped off rig ht after 
the condu ctor and escaped. 
It is the 
opinion of the condu ctor ^that the 
motorman went hack to pu t on more 
air, if possible, and av oid the impact, 
for he was fou nd in the debris near 
the front end of the ear. H arry Daw­ 
son, motorman 
on 
the 
passenger, 
say s that he saw Hu nt at his 
post 
before he ju mped from his trian. 
If 
that is tru e. Hu nt went back to thj 
wheel after his condu ctor had left. 
Althou g h 
H u nt’s 
body

mang led, it is badly bru ised, especi­ 
ally abov e the waist line. 
There are 
sev eral small bru ises ov er his breast, 
cau sed by blows which it is believ ed 
may hav e been the direct cau se of his 
death.

Hunt Was Oldest Motcrnian on Road.

Indianapolis Station. 


A special dispatch to the Daily 
Repu blican late this afternoon stated 
that CoL Theodore Rosev elt arriv ed 
in Indianapolis shortly before three 
o’clock this afternoon abou t an hou r 
behind 
time. 
Before he 
arriv ed 
thou sands of people had crowded ii*, 
front of the speaker’s stand, com­ 
pletely ’ filling all of the space in the 
circle. People climbed to the top of 
bu ilding s and u p on the monu ment to 
g et a g limpse of the ex -president. He 
spoke for fu lly an hou r. 
The parade 
from the station was a featu re. 
Col. Roosev elt arriv ed in Indiana­ 
polis from Lafay ette, where he a d­ 
dressed fu lly fifteen thou sand peo­ 
ple. 
He arou sed g reat enthu siasm 
there by declaring that he had heard 
that Bev eridg e wou ld not be elected 
if the leg islatu re is Repu blican. 
The 
Colonel av erred that if they failed to 
re-elect Bev eridg e, it wou ld he an 
infamy and that any Repu blican leg ­ 
islator, who wou ld v ote ag ainst Bev ­ 
eridg e, wou ld hav e to spend the rest 
of his life ex plaining why he did so. 
The ex -president came to L afay ­ 
ette from O a w ford -Wile, where lie 
addressed fifteen thou sand people on

appea ranee 
with 
Bev eridg e 
was 
cheered. 
He strong ly endorsed the 
T aft commission plans and his a d­ 
ministration. 
The train was held at 
Crawfordsv ille forty minu tes so that

ex -president. 
The 
train left there an hou r late for La- 
ay ette. where the Roosev elt meeting 
was held at the Lincoln clu b. 
Under conditions that were cou nted 
is Roosev elt s lu ck. ( ol* Rossev elt 
leg an his Indiana tou r at an early 
Hou r this morning . 
From the -tart 
the key note 
of his speeches was an 
ag g ressiv e appeal for Bev eridg e. 
At 
Yeeder-bu rg , In* -aid in pa r t : 
“ I like a g ame fig hter for the rig ht 
and that is why I am here to speak 
for Albert Bev eridg e and if y< u real­ 
ly believ e that a pu blic man ou g ht to 
fig ht f» r the pu blic g ood, then y ou 
send Albert Bev eridg e hack to the 
senate. 
And I want y ou to hack u p 
y < u r work in fav or of honest ag ­ 
g ressiv e 
policy ’ 
by ’ 
y ou r 
v otes. 
Friends, make no mistake. 
If Indi­ 
ana v otes ag ainst Bev eridg e, it will 
he u nderstood and can only he u nder­ 
stood as 
pu nishing the man 
who 
strov e to bring his party abreast the 
times of the people of this State, as 
pu nishing the man who stood fe a r­ 
lessly for the rig hts, when it needed 
nerv e to stand for tlie rig ht.

That C arl Hu nt, the motorman who 
was 
killed in the I. & C. traction 
crash near Connersv ille 
early this 
morning , w as one of the most popu lar 
employ es on the road, is ev idenced 
by the g eneral reg ret which is ex ­ 
pressed all ov er the city ’ a t his sad 
g ilding . 
The accident was the chief 
topic of discu ssion ov er the city ’ to­ 
day and hu ndreds of people crowded 
into the W v att u ndertaking estab­ 
lishment this morning to v iew’ liis 
lifeless body . 
Mr. Hu nt wa s a so il of Mrs, Sarah 
F. Hu nt, widow of Georg e W. Hu nt of 
North 
Jackson 
street. 
He 
was a 
member of the Knig ht- of Py thias 
and the Red Men lodg es. 
Sev eral 
Iv . of 1’. went to the scene of the dis­ 
aster this morning and accompanied 
the body back to this city *. 


The news of the horrible c a ta s­ 
trophe brou g ht sadness not only into 
the homes of the immediate members 
of the family , hu t also into the home 
of another. 
Miss Blanche Wrennick 
H said to he the fiancee of the v ictim 
of the accident. 
Althou g h members 
of the family say that 
they knew 
nothing of the relations ex isting be­ 
tween Mi-- Wrennick and Mr. Hu nt, 
it i- g enerally u nderstood arou nd the 
traction g eneral offices 
and among 
the employ es of the company that 
they ’ were to hewmarried soon. 
The 
shock to Mi-s W rennick when -he 
earned of the death of Mr. Hu nt w a ; 
v ery g reat and she was u nable to a t ­ 
tend to her du ties at the traction of­ 
fices today . 
She is employ ed in the 
ffices a s the telephone g irl. 
Mi-s 
Wrennick’- home is in Morristown. 


Sidney Hu nt, su perintendent of the 
cou nty poor asy lu m and brother j > 
\ 
e v ictim, i- the last member of the 
immediate family who talked to Car! 
Hu nt before he met with the aeoi- 
lent. 
He had a few words with his 
br<ther early * this morning , while the 
car wa- eu rou te to Connersv ille, ju st 
few minu tes before the collision. 
Sidney Hu nt was working in the g a r­ 
den early this 
morning , 
when 
he 
heard sev eral short 
shrill 
whistles 
from a traction ear. 
He recog nized 
his brother Carl on the ear. 
The mo- 
t« rnnm y elled to his brother to driv e 
the cow and calf off the track or they 
wou ld he ru n down by * the ear. 
Sid­ 
ney Hu nt attempted to driv e the bo­ 
v ine- off, bu t dodg ed behind a pole, 
believ ing th at the ear wou ld strike 
them. 
That was the last seen of the 
motorman, aliv e, by any member of 
his family . 


Mrs. Hu nt, mother of the dead mo­ 
torman, is su ffering sev erely from the 
shock which she receiv ed when she 
heard the news of her son’s death. 
Ratliff, the condu ctor on the freig ht, 
q,s soon as lie arriv ed in the city a f ­ 
ter the accident this morning , to­ 
g ether with Sidney Hu nt, went to the 
Hu nt home in North Jackson street 
to break the news to her as g ently as 
possible. 
Bu t before they * arriv ed, 
the story of his death had been c a r­ 
ried to Mrs. Hu nt by neig hbors. Sev ­ 
eral of thg m receiv ed the word by * tel­ 
ephone and immediately ru shed to the 
H u nt home. 
They attempted to com­ 
fort her, hu t all in v ain. 


Mrs. Hu nt arose early this m orn­ 
ing . ex pecting this to he a ,day of 
pleasu re instead of one of sadness. 
She had planned to g o to Knig ht s- 
town to v isit her dau g hter. Mrs. H a r­ 


v ey Walls, and was making all of her 
preparation- to that end. 
Mrs. Hu nt 
was looking forw ard to the day with 
g reat pleasu re, the da y which early in 
the morning , brou g ht the news of 
the death of her son. 
Hu nt was one of the most iru sted 
and m ost respected employ es on the 
road. 
He was also the oldest em­ 
ploy e on the I. & C. in nu mber of 
y ears of serv ice. 
When the power 
hou se was erected, Hu nt applied for 
a position of Will Frazee and was 
hired at once. 
He started setting 
machinery * in the power hou se and 
as soon as the e a r- were started, he 
was g iv en a reg u lar ru n as m otor­ 
man and had been employ ed in that 
capacity for nearly fou r y ears. 
He 
and Ratliff, the condu ctor, hav e been 
ru nning a train tog ether for nearly 
fou r y *ears and they were cou nted by 
the traction company as among the 
mo-t cau tiou s men which they ’ had. 
Hu nt, as motorman, ran the first I. & 
C. car into the Indianapolis traction 
terminal station and also ran the first 
ear which was ev er operated on the 
local road. 
W hat helps to streng then the belief 
of phy sicians that 
heart 
trou ble 
cau sed H u nt’s death, is the fact that 
a weak hear t mig ht hav e been heredi­ 
tary . 
The motorman’s father,/Georg e 
W. Hu nt, dropped dead on an Indi­ 
anapolis street c a r of heart disease 
December 12, 1001. 
Since that time 
hi- widow has been making her home 
with her son, Carl, who was the only 
child that had not y et been married. 
Mr. Hu nt is su rv iv ed by his mother, 
Mrs. Sarah F. Hu nt of North Jackson 
street; 
three sisters, 
Mrs. R. M. 
Stem of Blooming ton, Mrs. Harv ey 
Wall- of Knig ht-town. 
Mr-. 
Will 
Morris i f Griffins Station; 
and fdiir 
brothers, Ray Hu nt of Denv er. CoL, 
Clau de Hu nt of near the 
Flatrock 
neig hborhood, sou theast of the city , 
Blaine Hu nt of W est First street, and 
Sidney Hu nt at the 
cou nty 
poor 
fa rui. 
The fu neral arrang em ents had not 
been e mpleted at a late hou r this 
afternoon.

T hat the freig ht train was ru nning 
on the passeng er’s time is the reason 
issig ned for the terrible I. & C. tra’te- 
tion wreck near Connersv ille early 
this morning , when an east-bou nd 
reig ht car 
collided 
with a west- 
>ou nd passeng er ear. The company 
issu ed a statem ent in Indianapolis 
this afternoon to th at effect. 
The 
freig ht 
train, according to 
traction employ es, is schedu led to 
eav e here at 4:20 in the morning for 
Jonnersv ille and is su pposed to a r ­ 
riv e 
at its destination before the 
passeng er which was wrecked th is . 
morning and which leav es Conners­ 
v ille a t 5:30 o’clock. 
The freig ht is 
g iv en on the time card as schedu led 
to leav e here at 4:20 o’clock. 
It is ev ident that the freig ht did not 
g et ou t of here on time this morning 
is it did not reach the first stop this 
ide of Connersv ille u ntil twenty m in­ 
u tes u ntil six o’clock. 
Will Ratliff, 
the condu ctor of the freig ht ear, was 
seen early this morning , bu t then he 
refu sed to talk 
abou t the accident. 
All efforts to locale him this a fte r­ 
noon were fru itless. 
A statement g iv en ou t at the g en­ 
eral offices of the company in Indi- 
mapolis said that neither c ar had re ­ 
ceiv ed any train orders, the passen­ 
g er car hav ing the rig ht of track, the 
freig ht car being g ov erned by a ru le 
requ iring trains of inferior class to 
keep ou t of the way of trains of a 
su perior class, the inferior 
to clear 
the time of the su perior fiv e minu tes, 
u nless a meeting or passing onder*has 
been g iv en. 
The statement -aid: 
“The passen­ 
g er was du e to leav e Connersv ille at 
> :30 a. m.; Wrig ht Biding at 5 :30 a. 
m., Howard Siding at 5 :40 a. m. 
The 
collision occu rred abou t half way be­ 
tween Wrig ht Siding 
and Howard 
Siding , the passeng er hav ing passed 
Wrig ht Siding and the freig ht hav ­ 
ing passed Howard Siding . 
Under 
the ru le qu oted, the freig ht shou ld 
not hav e left Howard Siding u nless it 
Had time to g et in the clear at Wrig ht 
Siding by 5 :20 a. m., this being fiv e 
minu tes before the passeng er train 
was du e to leav e that point .and one 
minu te before it was 
du e to leav e 
Connersv ille. 
The ag ent a t Conners­ 
v ille states that the passeng er train 
left on time. 
‘‘The collision occu rred at a point 
where the freig ht train was still ru n­ 
ning down g rade and where the pa s­ 
seng er train had 
ju st started 
u p 
g rade after ru nning down g rade. 
“The passeng er crew*, ex cept D aw­ 
son, had been in the serv ice for sev ­ 
eral y ears, and they had g ood repu ­ 
tations as carefu l men. 
Motorman 
Hu nt, who was killed and condu ctor 
Ratliff of the same train, had been 
ru nning tog ether on freig ht for abou t 
fou r y ears and had nev er been known 
to take any chances, being g enerally 
reg arded as u nu su allv cau tiou s.”

Paris, Oct. 13.—Detachmen ts of pfO- 
vin cial troops are arrivin g in Paris. 
The d irectors of the Western State 
railroad have d ecid ed to d ismiss all 
their employ es who refuse to return 
to work. 
The food situation in Paris 
is causin g some alarm. 
Prices of pro­ 
vision s at the cen tral markets have 
ad van ced in some cases as much as 20 
*M i er cen t. 
Parisian s are lay in g in 
.j. stocks of food to the same exten t as 
they d id before May 1, 1906, when a 
great labor strike was feared . 
The 
authorities are n ow organ izin g a boat 
service for the purpose of brin gin g 
provision s to the city . 
The St. Lazare station has been 
closed . 
A few train s reached Poissy , 
some sixteen miles away , where they 
foun d eleven other train s stalled with 
the brakes fully applied . 
Six of the 
stalled train s were boun d up the lin e 
an d five d own . 
A crowd of strikers 
met the n ew train s an d compelled 
them to return to Paris. 
The em­ 
ploy es of the Eastern railway held a 
meetin g an d d ecid ed to strike at mid ­ 
n ight. 
The Paris, Ly on s & Med iter­ 
ran ean lin e employ es are also expect­ 
ed to join the Northern an d Western 
strikers. 
Premier Brian d had a con feren ce 
with Gen eral Bran , min ister of war; 
M. Milleran d . min ister of public works, 
posts an d telegraphs; M. Barthou, min ­ 
ister of justice, an d the legal authori­ 
ties. 
It is un d erstood that as a result 
of this con feren ce man y arrests may 
be expected . After the con feren ce M. 
Brian d gave out a statemen t that the 
movemen t was a purely in surrection al 
on e an d in n o way profession al. 
It 
was, he said , en tirtely outsid e the rail­ 
way person n el, who will see but too 
late that they are bein g led to d eplor­ 
able excesses. 
The statemen t of the premier ad mits 
that the govern men t con sid ers that 
the strikers have some y usi claims, 
which it is read y to con sid er. It is un ­ 
d erstood that the govern men t is will­ 
in g to allow railway rates to be raised 
to cover n il in crease in wages 
The employ es of the subway s of 
Paris an d the mason s an d tallied trad es 
have voted for a gen eral strike. 
The 
n ewspapers are employ in g autos for 
the purj» ose of d istributin g their ed i 
tion s. 
On e paper has sixty -five ears 
employ ed for this purpose. 
While the prices of fish, meat an d 
poultry have risen in the markets, 
there is an overabun d an t supply of 
fruits from southern Fran ce which can ­ 
n ot bp for ward ed to th e n orth, an d the 
prices of these supplies have slumped . 
The milk situation Is serious, as 1,- 
i 000.009 litres ord in arily arrive each 
morn in g hv ihe Western Eastern an d 
Northern lin es. This supply is n ow, of 
course. cn tir< !v cut off.

What ought to he 
d on e is to preven t the con d ition s 
which cause the d isease, an d that is 
what we wish to accomplish by the 
letter. 
"Few* mothers kn ow about the prop­ 
er ven tilation of sleepin g rooms for 
child ren , about how 
certain 
food s 
ought to be prepared , about the best 
method s of d ressin g, an d the like. 
They can n ot be expected to kn ow all 
these things as the skilled san itarian 
or n urse kn ows them, because they 
haven ’t bad the opportun ity to learn . 
As a result, man y child ren grow up 
amid grav e sanitary d an gers merely 
because th . have stron g con stitution s 
an d are able to d efeat the attacks 
mad e on them.
